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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's amendment mailed May 12, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 , 
and 10-12 directed to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1 and 
10-12 have been cancelled. 

3. Claims 2-8,13 and 15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or make obvious , method and 
apparatus with a modulation unit modulating the pump light of first- and second-order 
Raman pumps, such that the pulses do not overlap in the optical fiber at the launching 
point, but do overlap at a position in the optical fiber distant from the launching point. 
Note that in the closest prior art, Odate (US 6,844,961) disclose that more than one 
wavelength of pump light does not overlap at any location in the optical fiber (9 th col. 
lines 8-12). This statement is not intended to necessarily state all the reasons for 
allowance or all the details why the claims are allowed and has not been written to 
specifically or impliedly state that all the reasons for allowance are set forth (MPEP 
1302.14).
